In the senior, two junior high and 
nine elementary schools there were 
5639 students enrolled in the Fall 
of 1941 as compared to 5823 this 
year. 

The Senior High shows an in- 
crease of 32 and the Bala-Cynwyd 
Junior High an increase of 30 as 
compared to 1941. ' Enrollment at 
the Ardmore Junior High is the 
same as it was last year.

POLITICAL ACTION AND 

RACIAL DISCRIMINATION __ 

Several members of the Main Line Branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People are engaged 
into a debate about the wisdom of making political capital out 
of the alleged Lower Merion police discrimination case. 

Last week at a hearing before a Willow Grove magistrate 
the defendant — a Lower Merion patrolman — was held for 
Montgomery County Court. 

So far the move to couple the case up with political action 
has been abortive because it has been difficult to judge, without 
a higher court ruling in the case, how much racial discrimina- 
tion — if any — existed. Likewise, it is apparent that no one 
wants to step out and base a political campaign on a case that 
is yet to be placed in the hands of the jury. 

Chief racial grievance seems to be that it was impossible 
for the colored woman, who was alleged to have been mis- 
treated, to obtain a hearing in Lower Merion Township. Even 
so, it is not clear that Republicans or Democrats were respons- 
ible for this miscarriage of justice or that it was the result of a 
general Republican or Democratic governing policy or practice 
of the minor judiciary. 

It seems to us that political action in such cases is only 
justified where "established" racial discrimination can be linked 
directly with the reigning political party, through its administra- 
tion in power, or charged directly to one of its elected officials, 
who refuses to budge in the matter. 

Racial discrimination, proven or rumored, presents engag- 
ing emotional appeals for politicians who want to stir up their 
voters or swing an election one way or another. But, unless such 
matters are handled with wisdom, the guilt of furthering racial 
prejudice may run just as deep as the original offense.
